Foreword 


It is with great honor that we bring another installment of the Ibrahim Salem Collection to 
auction. In April, we offered his incredible collection of United States banknotes. lbrahim’s 
interests covered nearly every region and country in the world. Today, we bring you the first 
installment of Islamic countries. 


This auction is anchored by an incredible selection of notes from Iran, but perhaps one of the 
highlights most dear to lbrahim’s heart is his collection is the WWII Emergency banknotes 

of the French colony Djibouti. The notes were printed In Palestine after the liberation of the 
Colony from Vichy regime and its handover to Free France Forces. The subject was well 
studied and researched by Raphael Dabbah (Dvir), published in his 2012 limited edition 

book Printed in Palestine; The Second World War Emergency Notes of Syria, Lebanon and 
Djibouti, Printed by the Government Printer Palestine. lbrahim had written the Forward of that 
book and his collection in its whole was documented in it. Now, a decade after the book’s 
publication and in the occasion of offering this important collection, a second limited print 
run of 250 copies of the title, is published and sold exclusively by Heritage Auctions. 


lbrahim’s professional and collecting passions are intertwined. He is one of the most 
accomplished architects in Dubai, with his projects spanning the skyline. There is no picture 
of the Emirates’ crown jewel that does not feature some of his work. The same passions that 
drive his creativity in design attracts him to the beauty, geometry, and history represented on 
bank notes. 


The catalogs here are the next in an installment of contributions to the collecting community. 
The catalogs, descriptions and images here are an indelible part of bank note history. 

His other auction references, like the Cyprus catalog we published, are now heavily used 
references and each of these catalogs will serve researchers and collectors for decades to 
come. The rarities within bear lbrahim’s name, extending their illustrious pedigrees. 


lbrahim’s contributions to the world and numismatics could go on forever. In 2012, the King 
of Jordan, His Majesty King Abdullah Il awarded him the Al Hussein Medal of Merit, first 
class. He has supported the International Bank Note Society, published numerous research 
articles and published a two-volume book, Banknotes of Destiny, which spans his 40 years 
of collecting experience. He is a life member of the IBNS, and member of many other of our 
beloved organizations including The American Numismatic Association, Canadian Paper 
Money Society, and Society of Paper Money Collectors. 


Ibrahim has been most kind to host dinners at our beloved shows in Valkenburg, and many 
collectors and dealers have been his guests in Dubai. The hospitality shown by Ibrahim and 
his wonderful wife, Areej, Knows no bounds. It has been a pleasure to be their friend and 
guest, and an absolute honor to bring another part of his incredible collection to auction for 
the next generation of collectors to enjoy. 


If this catalog were not incredible enough, look forward to another installment from his 
collection in early 2023.

The developments of the Second World War in 

the Middle East and in Africa impacted everyone 

and everything, from individuals and business to 
government. For governments under French oversight, 
it resulted in the issuance of emergency banknotes, 
including in Syria, Lebanon and Djibouti. 


The fall of France to the Germans left many of its 
territories without oversight and from Etat Frangais 
(the French State). For the French Somali Coast 
(Djibouti) it also resulted in the immediate halt 

of banknote dispatches from Banque de France 
printing facilities. Djibouti had no alternative to the 
French supply of Banque d’Indochine banknotes and 
immediately needed to solve the need for circulating 
currency. 


In November 1943, Pikovsky Zincography in 
Jerusalem was selected to help Djibouti’s currency 
crisis. Pikovsky was used for other WWII emergency 
issues; in 1941 for Palestine currency notes and in 
1942 for the Syria-Lebanon notes. It was to engrave 
plates for a new banknotes series for Djibouti, to be 
printed in Palestine by the Government Printer. 


The notes prepared for Djibouti were in 
denominations of 5, 20, 100, 500 and 1000 francs. 
The notes bear no date, and were introduced into 
circulation during the second half of 1944 and in the 


early months of 1945. The designs were clearly marked 
as engraved by Pikovsky Zincography and printed in 
Palestine with the following inscriptions: 


The center of the obverse along the lower margin 
reads, “GOVERNMENT PRINTER, PALESTINE”. 
The center of the lower margin of the reverse side is 
denoted, “EMIL M. PIKOVSKY LTD. JERUSALEM” 
on the 5 and 100 franc notes, and “EMIL PIKOVSKY 
LTD. JERUSALEM” on the 20, 500 and 1000 franc 
notes. 


‘These notes were a departure from all other circulating 
notes previously used in the French: 


e Djibouti had its own series of banknotes. 


¢ Unlike pre-war notes of the colony that included 
Arabic inscriptions, the notes carried French 
inscriptions only. 


e The colony’s notes were printed by any other 
printer than the Banque de France. 


As soon as the war ended, the public was reluctant to 
use these notes made in Palestine, and new series were 
ordered to replace the emergency issues. (For further

Initial Proposed Designs 


Based on the initial proposed drawings and lacking 
of any documentation on the subject, it is likely 

that Pikovsky was instructed to execute designs 
representing Djibouti specifically. The notes display 
elements of local culture rather than just stylized 
allegorical images as it was with most of the notes 
of previous issues. The designs include vignettes of 
locals, a view of a harbor, Mosques, a camel caravan, 
native wildlife, and traditional weapons. The artists 
designs were almost certainly based on photographs 
of the Society of Overseas France, Agence 
économique de la France doutre-mer, many of which 
were published as postcards. 


These drawings were very similar in richness and 
color to the French printed series; some of the 
drawings bear French inscriptions only (most likely 
the obverse side), while others bear Arabic and

5, 20 and 1000 francs were issued on 10 June 1944. 
The 100 franc note was issued on 13 February 1945, 
followed by the 500 franc note in February and April. 
Schwan and Boling asserted that the last may not 
have been issued. However, two issued (fully serial 
numbered) 500 franc notes are known extant, despite 
no regular specimens of 500 franc note were prepared.

The first 
one hundred examples of each denomination were 
likely used due to the absence of a true specimen 
notes which were required for reference purposes for 
banks staff, local institutions, and/or to be used as 
presentations for officials. The notes were perforated 
with the French world “PAYE” - paid, indicating 


they were accounted for in the bank’s ledgers. With 
no particular regard for placement on the note, each 
was stamped (not overprinted) with the French word 
“Spécimen.’ In some cases, the notes were stamped 
on both sides and others only on the obverse or the 
reverse. Each note had the cashier number who 
stamped the notes. The word “Spécimen’” is in red, 

in handwritten style with different letters variations 
from one cashier to another.

Iran history begins in the ancient classical-biblical era 
with a rich heritage. Its influence is still visible in the 
modern day country.

Italian Somaliland 


The first known currency specific to Italian Somaliland 
was an 1893 issue of 5 rupees by ‘V. Filonardi & 
Company. 1920 the Bank of Italy began issuing 

cash certificates (buoni di cassa) in Italian Somalia 
rupie. The cash certificates were given the status of 
legal tender and could pay any debt with the Italian 
government. Certificates in the denominations 

of 1, 5, 10, 20 and 50 rupie were to be issued, but 

as it transpired, only 1, 5 and 10 rupie (Pick 2-4) 
certificates were issued. After World War II, the 
United Nations placed former Italian Somaliland 
under the administration of an Italian Trusteeship. The 
United Nations approved passing control of the Trust 
Territory to Italy in November 1949 and on 27 January 
1950, Italy was given financial administration of the 
Territory. It formed the Cassa per la Circolazione 


Monetaria della Somalia, Cashier for Monetary 
Circulation of Somalia. After rejecting the idea of 
reintroducing the Italian lira, or a currency linked to 
the lira, it was decided to introduce a new currency, 
the ‘somalo: It was on the same par as the East African 
shilling. 


The United Nations Trust Territory of Somalia became 
independent on 1 July 1960. The newly independent 
Somali Republic established the Banca Nazionale 
Somala (National Bank of Somalia), and in 1962 it 
introduced its first series of banknotes. On 8 February 
1975, the government renamed the Banca Nazionale 
Somala to the Central Bank of Somalia.

Turkey 


Turkey first banknotes were introduced by the 
Imperial Ottoman Bank in 1862 and were circulated 
all over the Ottoman Empire. The banknotes were 
backed with gold reserves. Following the Islamic 
Aniconism (the prohibition avoidance of images), the 
notes had no image of any kind and only included 
inscriptions. During WWI, the Government Treasury 
assumed the responsibility of issuing notes which 
rapidly lost their gold value and eventually possessed 
heavy inflation; the Imperial Bank notes, though not 
printed any longer, still sustained their value. With 
the overthrow of Sultan Mehmet VI Vahdettin and 
the establishment of the Republic of Turkey in 1922, 


new notes were issued by the Ministry of Finance, 
with a whole design change compare to the Ottoman 
notes. For the first time ever, the notes came with an 
image depicted on the four higher denominations, 
the portrait of President Mustafa Kemal Atatiirk. 

The Central Bank of the Republic of Turkey was 
established in 1931 and between 1937 and 1939 new 
banknotes were introduced, depicting President 
Atatirk and Mreflecting the Latinization of the Turkish 
alphabet. Other than the period between 1942 and 
1947 in which banknotes depicted Turkey’s second 
president, Ismet Inénii, all banknotes up to date carry 
the portrait of President Atattirk.

In the world of paper money, Zanzibar notes are among the rarest 
and most desirable of all world issues. 


Presently, Zanzibar is a semi-autonomous region of Tanzania. In the past 500 years, it has been occupied or colonized by Portugal, Oman, and Great 
Britain. Due to its advantageous locale, it was a trading hub and a global hotspot, featuring a variety of cultures and religions. In 1890, the Sultanate of 
Zanzibar became a British Protectorate. This lasted until 1963, and after a year of revolution and volatility, it became part of Tanzania. 


After Great Britain established their protectorate in Zanzibar, there was a need for local currency. Germany was colonizing the nearby mainland, and 
Britain’s colonies in East Africa were just to the north. The Zanzibar Government authorized printer Waterlow & Sons to print a series of banknotes, 
and the first series was dated 1908 and featured four denominations. This lot includes a leather-bound presentation booklet of Proofs for the first series 
of notes. The denominations 5, 10, 20, and 100 Rupees are seen here, all dated 1908 and featuring the signatures of Charles Edmond Akers and James 
Corbett Davis. There are hole punched cancellations in lieu of serial numbers. Each Proof is mounted on an individual page of the presentation booklet. 
Minor ageing is present in localized areas, and the leather-bound cover is mostly good with some edge wear. It is worth mentioning that all Zanzibar 
notes were uniface, so there are no back designs. 


Zanzibar banknotes are incredibly popular, beautifully designed, and incredibly rare today. From 1908 until 1928, Thomas de la Rue and Waterlow & 
Sons printed denominations of 1, 5, 10, 20, 50, 100, and 500 Rupees in various dates. The 1, 50, and 500 Rupees were issued after 1908, hence why they 
are not included in this first series presentation book. Issued notes, Specimens, and Proofs remain elusive today, and official presentation pieces are 
nearly impossible to find, as only a select few are known extant. 


Zanzibar Government notes circulated in the archipelago from their first issuance in 1908 until 1936, at which time they were redeemed, withdrawn, 
and replaced by East African Currency Board notes. Nearby Tanzania was transferred from German to British control after World War I, so there was 
less a need for specific Rupee currency in Zanzibar. The vast majority of Rupee notes, and associated Specimens and Proofs, were redeemed or lost over 
the years, hence why so few are seen today. 


The discovery of this album in 2010 was major numismatic news, and Mr. Salem was the triumphant bidder when it was offered months later. Since then, 
it has been a prized part of his collection. We are unaware of any other collections with a complete denomination set from 1908. The existence of all the 
pieces in one place makes it a “must-have” for enthusiasts of notes from Zanzibar, and among the world’s best “trophy” items for banknotes.

4. All Bidders must meet Auctioneer’s qualifications to bid. Any Bidder who is not a client in good standing of 
the Auctioneer may be disqualified at Auctioneer’s sole option and will not be awarded lots.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, Bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a Cut Bid only once per lot. 

Off-increment bids may be 
accepted by the Auctioneer at Signature” Auctions. Bids solicited by Auctioneer at other than the expected 
increment will not be considered Cut Bids. 

Conducting the Auction:

Buyer agrees to pay Auctioneer the actual amount 
of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, inaccurate, or inappropriate 
tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the applicable statute, 3) or any other reason. 
The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and verified by Auctioneer five days prior to Auction, or 
tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate is received by Auctioneer within 4 days after Auction can a 
refund of tax paid be made. Lots from different Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

27. Inthe event that Buyer’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Buyer shall pay the maximum statutory 
processing fee set by applicable state law. If Buyer attempts to pay via eCheck and Buyer’s financial institution 
denies this bank account, or the payment cannot be completed using the selected funding source, Buyer agrees 
to complete payment using your credit card on file (subject to the surcharge detailed in paragraph 24). 

28. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance will bear 
interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice not paid when 
due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer refers any invoice to an 
attorney for collection, Buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, and other collection costs incurred by 
Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house legal staff, such attorney’s time expended on the 
matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

29. In the event Buyer fails to pay any amounts due, Buyer authorizes Auctioneer to charge the Buyer’s credit card 
on file with Auctioneer in the amount required to pay the invoice in full or sell the lot(s) securing the invoice 
to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at subsequent private or public sale, or relist 
the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A defaulting Buyer agrees to pay for the reasonable 
costs of resale (including a 15% seller's commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The 
defaulting Buyer is liable to pay any difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any 
applicable interest, and the net proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price 
of the lot(s) less the 15% seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

30. Title shall not pass to Buyer until all invoices are paid in full. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the 
merchandise purchased by Buyer to secure payment of any and all outstanding Auction invoices. Auctioneer 
is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any other property of Buyer then held by 
Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any Auction invoice or any other amounts due Auctioneer or 
affiliates from Buyer.

Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Merchandise will be 
shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the shipping 
fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs.

42. In consideration of participation in Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases Auctioneer, its 
officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide second opines, from any 
and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or any arbitration or mediation rights 
existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a 
derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise.

45. Choice of Law: Agreement and any Claim shall be determined and construed under Texas law. For auctions 
conducted by Heritage Auctions (HK) Limited, any Agreement and any Claim shall be determined and 
construed under Hong Kong law.
